Any  person  or  persons  using  or  opeiating  a donkey 
engine  in  connection  with  logging  operations  shall  see 
that  all  brush  and  inflammable  matter  is  removed  for 
a space  of  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet  on  all  sides 
thereof : 

There  shall  be  a\'ailable  at  each  donkey  engine  in 
use  during  the  dry  season  a supply  of  water  of  not  less 
than  four  hundred  (400)  gallons,  such  amount  to  be 
obtainable  at  all  times  therein  ; together  with  twelve 
( 12)  large  galvanised  iron  buckets  to  be  kept  exclusivel}' 
for  tire  protection  purposes,  and  in  a convenient  posi- 
tion therefor  : 

There  shall  also  be  available  and  kept  solely  for  fire 
protection  purposes  six  (6)  good  shovels  and  three  (3) 
good  mattocks,  and  located  in  a suitable  position 
therefor  : 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  shall  be  available  at 
such  donkey  engine  a suitable  hand  pump  to  be  main- 
tained in  good  working  order,  and  in  readiness  for  an 
emergency  :

The  cover  of  the  arrester 
sliall  be  woven  wire  of  a dimension  of  not  less  than 
Number  l(i  B.  W.  G.,  having  twenty-five  scpiares  to 
the  square  inch  in  mesh.  The  top  of  the  arrester  to 
be  not  less  than  three  times  the  area  of  the  top  of  the 
smoke  stack,  and  at  least  eighteen  inches  above  the 
top  thereof.

to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
pro])Osed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows . — 

In  the  Briti.sh  Colombia  Gazf;ttk,  and  in  one  news 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  Distinct  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a
